Roger Steffan, Director, Expects 
Cooperating Bank in Each 
Large City Today. 


W ashington. Aug. 14 
(AP). — By 
nightfall the federal housing adm in­ 
istration expects every city to have 
at least one bank where property 
owners can obtain insured loans 
for repairs and improvements. 
Roger Steffan, director of m odern­ 
ization credits, said so today as tele­ 
gram s from bankers piled upon his 
desk. 
His chief, Jam es A. Moffet. backed 
him up with an optim istic statem ent 
about bankers’ willingness to make 
such loans. 
“Enough banks have already ac­ 
cepted the loan insurance loan,” 
M offett said “to handle more busi­ 
ness than we can send them im me­ 
diately. 
The response of th e bank­ 
ers has been fine. 
They may not 
come in IOO per cent, but th at isn’t 
necessary and we never expected it." 
Steffan explained one cooperating 
bank in every com m unity would as­ 
sure success. 
He said applications 
were taken by some banks Saturday 
and some loans probably have been 
m ade by now. 
The loans are offered to property 
owners who have good credit records 
and annual incomes at least five 
times the am ount of annual pay­ 
m ents they would have to make. 
Security is not required in states 
where such loans are legal.

Extinction of Niagara Falls 
In 20,000 Years Predicted 


Geologists Believe Gradual Recession, as Exemplified by Lat­ 
est Rock Slide, Will Change Pre­ 
cipice Into Rapids. 


U. S. STARTS WAR 
AGAINST OWNERS 
OF MACHINE GUNS 


New York, Aug. 14. (AP).—Niag­ 
ara Falls, in its break Monday, dem ­ 
onstrated a geological belief th at 
this scenic wonder is only the last 
of the American N iagaras and like 
the others is headed toward extinc­ 
tion. perhaps in 20,000 years. 
T he others were in C entral New 
York state, w ith no connection with 
the present Niagara. 
Today they 
are only deep, dry valleys, their use 
prosaic. 
They are the natural cuts 
used by great railroads in crossing 
the high ridges in the region about 
Bmgliampton. 
Others Existed 20,000 Years Ago 
Geological studies at Cornell uni­ 
versity show how grand scale w ater­ 
falls made these cross-cut valleys 
m any thousand years ago, and fore­ 
shadow the fate of today’s Niagara. 
Tile valleys go back to the time, 
roughly estim ated as 30,000 years or 
more ago, when the last glaciers 
were 
melting 
off 
N orthern 
New 
York. 
H ie present N iagara pre­ 
sumably 
was 
at 
th at 
tim e 
still 
buried under ice. 
T he m elting glaciers are believed 
to have formed huge lakes, parallel­ 
ing but south of the present Lakes 
Erie and Ontario. Tile w ater d ra in ­ 
ing from these lakes .spilled through 
stream s on top of the high ridges 
here and there. 
Primitive Grandeur Indicated 
A t the far edge of a ridge the 
stream formed a falls. This plung­ 
ing water, in turn, cut back up river 
tow ard the lake, just as Niagara 
Falls is doing. 
Tire contours of 
some of the present valleys indicate 
prim itive grandeur in some of these 
falls. 


Niagara came into existence pos­ 
sibly later than the now dry railroad 
valleys. 
Geological estim ates place 
the falls at one time about seven 
miles down river from their present 
position, or about a t Lewiston, New 
York. 
However, the “recession” of 
the falls since then is not all some­ 
thing to be read only in records of 
rocks. 
Studies Cover 161 Years 
Iii the files at Cornell is a study 
covering 161 years of the historical 
era about Niagara. 
In those years 
by actual m easurem ent the falls re­ 
ceded 820 feet. 
This study covered 
the time up to 1925. 
It showed an 
average annual cutting of N iagara 
of a little more th an five feet a 
year. 
It showed also from 1905 to 1925 
a recession of 110 feet, which was 
just under six feet a year.

City Plating works, two blocks from 
the city’s principal intersection, in­ 
formed police a workman accident­ 
ally poured three gallons of nitric 
acid into a tank of glycerin and sul­ 
phuric acid. 
Police and firemen roped off two 
city blocks and rushed Professor 
Lacey to the plant. 
He quickly selected a number of 
chemicals from shelves and poured 
J them into the batch of nitroglycerin 
“I ts all right,’’ he announced. 
I ‘The explosive is neutralized.
